1 . Claims 1 2-27, 38-41 , 43, and 48 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Based on the 
decision of the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) on 24 June 2009, 
claims 12-27, 38-41 , 43, and 48 are allowed. The prior art of record does not appear to 
teach or render obvious individually or in combination the claimed limitations. 

3. For the purposes of statutory subject matter, the Examiner interprets the claim 
elements of "monitoring devices" in independent claims 12, 38, 43, and 48 to be 
hardware as defined in Applicant's specification on page 22, paragraph [0054], lines 9- 
10 which state, "The functionalities of the monitoring devices can be incorporated into 
the stand-alone hardware device."
